WITH THE TALMADGE FUNERAL CORTEGE, Dec. 23— 
Eugene Talmadge took his last ride home Monday, along a fa- 
miliar road that lay straight through the heart of Georgia.

Through Atlanta, all the way to Hapeville, folks along the 
streets stopped to stare, and from the doorways, housewives with 
brooms and aprons peered as the cry of the sirens brought them 
to their doors. Some of the men straightened as they saw the 
hearse, taking their hats off quickly and holding them over their 
hearts. Most just gazed curiously, taken by surprise, but Old 
Gene would not have minded that their gaze was more curious 
plain you! than sorrowful. For these were not his people. His own were 
| waiting for him on down the road. 


He rode in a great bronze coffin:under banked red roses. 
He wore the blue serge double-breasted suit he would have worn 
at the inauguration, and in its lapel was a white narcissus, put 
there by his sister because he had always put one there when 
he stood up to take the oath as Governor.

Dec. 23—(#)—Top housing officials Monday for- 
hich become effective Tuesday for 


| priorities system established un-

Although outstanding priorities 
will be honored, builders using 


them still will be held to previous 


restrictions, including a $10,000 
cost ceiling, an $80 rental limit 
and the meeting of standards and 
inspection requirements of the old 
system. 

Most of these limitations will 
be junked for those who obtain 
Federal permits beginning Tues- 
day, although maximum rentals 
will continue toe be fixed by FHA 
on houses or apartments built for 


rent. The $80 rental ceiling will 


be adhered to only as an average 
rental for a project, plus service 
charges up to $3 per room. 


Applications may be made by 
either a veteran or a non-veteran 
‘who wishes to build a house for 
‘his own occupancy, or a builder 
who wishes to build dwelling to 
which veterans will be given pref- 
erence in purchase or renting. 


In addition, a veteran is eligible 
to make alterations or repairs on 
a dwelling up to $10,000. Altera- 
‘tions and repairs of less than $400 
‘may be made without a Federal 


| permit. 


‘These additional restrictions 
will be imposed under the new 
permit system: 

The dwellings must be suitable 
and intended for year-round oc- 
cupancy. 

Builders of dwellings for sale 
to veterans are required to hold 
them for veterans for 60 days 
rental proper- 
ties must be held for 30 days for 


veterans’ pre 


ference. 

Permits may be obtained to add 
rooms to house additional veter- 
ans, or members of the applicant's 
family but the estimated construc- 
‘tion cost may not exceed $1,500 
per person additionally housed.

ATHENS, Dec. 23—The value of 
Georgia’s 1946 crop was the sec- 
ond highest in the history of the 
State and brough $27,000,000 more 
than the 1945 crops. 

This was revealed here Monday 
in the report issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
the Georgia Crop Reporting Serv- 
ice, D. L. Floyd, Agricultural Sta- 
tistician. 

The report showed that crops 
grown this year on 7,964,700 acres 
were valued at $419,479,000, com- 
pared with 1945’s value of $392,- 
207,000. The record crop grown 
in 1919 was valued at $578,000,000. 

Cotton, as usual, led all crops in 
value in 1046, the lint value being 
$94,905,000, and the seed $14,673,- 
000, a total value of $100,578,000. 
This was far above the runner-up 
cash crop of peanuts, valued at 
$64,266,000. Tobacco was third, 
$50,262,000. King Cotton achieved 
this in spite of the fact that this 
year’s acreage of 1,225,000 was the 
lowest since 1869 and the yield, 
555,000 bales, the l-west since 
1878. 

Floyd said that for the third 
year the income from peanuts and 
tobacco beat all previous records 
in the State in value, while the 
peach and pecan crops showed a 
decided decline. Pecans were off 
58 percent from 1945. 

Of the total crops grown this 
year, 107;900 acres were planted 
in commercial truck crops, the 
value being $13,639,000. 

The 7,964,000 total acreage in 
1946 was a decline from the more 
than eight million acres planted in 
all crops in 1944 and 1945. Acre- 
age in many former years had 
been around 10,000,000. This 
showed Georgia farmers are pro- 


ducing more on fewer acres.

Food Prices 
At New High 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23—(4)— 
Retail food prices in mid-Novem- 
ber reached the highest point on 
record, 1.5 percent above the peak 
hit in June, 1920, after World 
War I, the Bureau of Labor statis- 
tics reported today. 

An advance of 4.3 percent be- 
tween mid-October and mid-No- 
vember boosted the agency’s re- 
tail food price index to 187.7 per- 
cent of the 1935-39 average—35 
percent higher than a year ago. 

On the average, BLS said, food 
prices in November were twice as 
high as in August, 1939. . The in- 
dex had risen steadily for nine 
months, gaining 29 percent since 
mid-June. 

The report was based on a sur- 
vey of 56 large cities. A prelim- 
inary check on 12 major cities in- 
dicated, BLS said, that food prices 
would decline slightly this month.

A French Army spokesman in 
Hanoi said other French-garri- 
soned towns were “successfully 
holding their positions,” and that 
the French had enlarged their 
perimeter in Haiphong, approxi- 
mately 60 miles east of Hanoi. 

French authorities announced 
that all male French civilians in 
Hanoi and “vicinity would be 
drafted into the civil guard to 
protect property against 
“looters.”

“providing for a waiting period of several 
days between the issuing of a marriage 
license and the saying of the marriage 
vows.” 

“But in connection with an amendment 
to provide this waiting period,” adds the 
Times, “we are strongly in favor of making 
it compulsory that before a marriage li- 
cense can be issued, each of the applicants 
be required to undergo a physical exam-

Destroy Loneliness 


CHICAGO—Every person carries a little bit 

of loneliness around with him all the tifhe, wher- 

ROS ever he may be. Sometimes it comes in the 

midst of rowd which is gay and loud. The loneliness will 

come welling up in a flood that makes the gaiety seem too loud 
and false and cold. 


I like Chicago. I like it because the barber shops are open on 
Sunday. I like it because you can go to the Six-Oh-Six Club, which 
Rabelais would have liked immensely, or you can go to the Chicago 
Art Gallery and see the best in art, permanent or in exhibition. 
You can buy Western stuff at Bailey’s or the best of the tailoring 
art at many other places. You can buy the Acme cowboy boot, 
which costs $12 and is the one the working cowboy wears, or the 
$125 pair which the dudes go for. It is the gateway to the West. 
It has something of the frontier in it vital and crudely strange. 


Carl Sandburg called it the city of the broad shoulders, hog 
butcher for the world, wheat stacker for the universe. It is all 


of that. 

Col. Robert McCormick, of the Tribune, almost 
The Colonel daily demands that it be made the real center 
of the United States. New York, he insists, is a great parasite 
which lives off the blood of the nation. Annually he demdnds the 
offices of the Associated Press, United Press and INS be moved 
from the miasma of New York into the capital of the country. 
For the Colonel the United States consists of the Middle West and 
Chicago is its city. He is more or less mildly contemptuous of the 
rest of it. I like Chicago, but I am always lonely in it. ' 


Its writers are gone. In the twenties Sherwood Anderson, Sand- 
burg, Ben Hecht and a dozen more novelists and playwrights had 
taken the spotlight from New York. But they disappeared. New 
York took them. 

It is, as is usual with new cities, a mixture of shabbiness and 
great beauty. Washington is the most beautiful of American cities. 
New York is the most fabulous city in the world. And Chicago is 
perhaps the most vital and, in certain areas, as beautiful as any- 
thing Washington has. I can wander up and down it for hours on 
hours, but somehow always have a feeling of loneliness. 

It was comforting to find that Mayor Ed Kelly had 
Boss Kelly hit the Republican party of the city a good stiff 
right in the solar plexus and the party is reeling around gasping 
for air and crying foul. 

Nowhere else in the United States is the Republican party on 
the defensive save in Chicago, where’ Mayor Kelly, the old master, 
has outsmarted it. 

Figuring that after November they could win with anyone, the 
Republican machine brought out an unknown ward boss named 
Russell Root for Mayor. Root has been going up and down the 
city, exciting only mild enthusiasm and causing the Republican 
ward workers to wince and moan. A few days ago he made a 
speech calculated to arouse the Mayor’s ire. He challenged the 
Mayor to come on out and fight, 

There was a great silence. 

But, in the midst of the silence, the Democratic machine an- 
nounced its candidate. 

It wasn’t Mayor Kelly at all. 

It was a widely known, popular businessman and civic leader 
named Martin H. Kennelly, not even an organization man. Busi- 
ness and labor joined in wild applause. 

The Republicans are in retreat and, as I write, a political writ- 
ing newspaper friend of mine has just come in from a Republican 
meeting. He says that apoplexy is in the air and that the cursing 
of Ed Kelly for a dirty, low political trick Is loud and furious. 
He says that Root will develop the colic, or something, and with- 
draw so that the Republicans may put up someone with a chance. 


’ Chicago right now is the only place a 
Democrats Haven Democrat can have any pleasure or fun 
or laugh with a hearty ring to his laughter. When I got into the 
local politics my loneliness went away and I had a good time Sun- 
day afternoon visiting at a Democratic ward club. 

Incidentally, it must be kept in mind that it was the Repub- 
lican State organizations, revived during the past six years of 
congressional victories, which formed the backbone of the Repub- 
lican sweep last November. The practical politician still is a vitally 
necessary person. Our Government cannot exist without politics. 
We are governed by compromise and it is the politicians who, work- 
ing through the elected officials, work out the compromises which 
enable ‘us to go along as a government. 

The servicemen who came to and fro through Chicago during 
oe te liked it better than any American city. And I can under- 
stand it. 

But I do wish its Winter weather were better—especially around 
airports. You can fly between Atlanta and Chicago in about three 
hétirs. The train takes almost 20 hours and at this time of the 
year is always late. But the Chicago weather is unpredictable 
as a Russian diplomat. I hope I get home in time for’Santa Claus.

Prosperity Program: 
Restraint, Hard Work 


a WASHINGTON—The report which President 
Truman has just made public from the Council 


| of Economic Advisers seems to constitute the 
most sensible appraisal of the business outlook that has yet been 
prepared by a recognized group of economists. = 

Instead of the boom-and-bust which many of the gloomy prophets 
have hgen predicting for the year ahead, the Council views the out- 
look for jobs and production, the two essentials of a prosperous 
economy, to be “more than ordinarily favorable” for some years to 
come. 

There are a few “ifs” to the Council’s appraisal, to be sure. If 
labor-management relations are reasonably good, if there is no 
“nersistent round of strikes, then we may be fairly sure of pros- 
perous times for a substantial period. 

They never have made sense, the predictions of these gloomy 
prophets. In the midst of one of the greatest peacetime booms in all 
history, they have been telling us now for six months or more that 
the country was due for a recession or a depression in 1947. 


. What they were going on primarily 
Following Precedent was the history of events after World 
War I. Then we had a brief boom, followed by a depression of 
some severity. 

To argue that history is destined to repeat itself is to say that 
we learned nothing from our previous experience. It is to admit 
that we are prepared to make the same old mistakes all over again. 

Not only do we have the lessons of the past to go by, but we have 
a new set of factors to go on. The late war left us in a highly 
favored position in two important respects. One was the vast accu- 
mulation of private and corporate savings. The other was the huge 
pent-up demand for goods made scarce by the all-out military pro- 
duction during the war. 

Here are the ingredients of a healthy, prosperous condition that 
might last indefinitely, if properly handled and kept under control, 


. The chief danger in the situation from the start 
Chief Danger has been the threat of high prices. That is why 
the Administration sought to keep the lid on price controls as long 
as possible. 

If prices soar to levels out of all reasons, like butter, for ex- 
ample, at a dollar a pound, it means that the people can buy only 
half as much as they normally might be expected to. 

Any general application of this condition means that production 
will be curtailed, workers thrown out of employment, and the down- 
ward cycle of economic events started. 

If everything is kept on an even keel, it would seem that we 
have enough accumulated savings and enough pent-up demand to 
carry us for a long time on a highly prosperous plane. 

The labor problem enters into the picture in a marked degree. 
If labor continues to demand new wage adjustments with each 
minor variation in the price structure, this only adds to the up- 
heaval. Labor can price itself out of jobs, just as goods cap price 
themselves out of a market. 


: Merchants can protect themselves by refusing to 
Protection pile up huge inventories of goods at iandieeie 
pricés. The consuming public can protect itself by refusing to rush 
in and buy scarce goods at any price. Labor can help itself and 
the general situation by going along with present wage scales until 
the national economy is given an opportunity to level off. 

That is what President Truman meant in saying everything 
would be all right if everybody stays on the job. What we need 
is common sense, intelligent action, and co-operation. 

Given these restraints, there is no reason for a recession and 
still less for a depression. The domestic demand for goods should 
be enough to keep business humming for some years ahead, as 
the Council of Economic Advisers found. After that we can get 
around to providing the*good foreign markets are in sore need of. 

All of this offers an outlook that should be anything but pessi- 
mistic. There is every reason to look confidently to the future. 
Let us only apply ourselves with common-¢ense restraints, and, as 
President says, stay on the job. Natural laws will take care of 
the rest.

In his immoderate craving for 
the Presidency of these United 
States, Thomas E, Dewey is fish- 
ing in the troubled waters of the 
House of Representatives. Some 
Republican Congressmen who 
have just been elected are fearful 
of being “purged” if they do not 
yield to the demands of this ex- 
tremely ambitious man. They are 
too well acquainted with Mr. 
Dewey’s political methods in New 
York not to see some implications 
in the solicitations to which they 
are® being subjected to vote for 
Mr. Dewey’s candidate for major- 
ity leader. Threats, some veiled 
and some not so veiled, are being 
bruited about with the same reck- 
lessness that marked the Pender- 
gast or Vare machines. 


THE DEWEY CANDIDATE for

diana—a typical flower of Indiana 
Republicanism—for whom 


fight is already a hot one, By 
forces, Mr. Halleck was seeded in 
the Republican Congressional Gom- 
mittee as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee. In the ordinary course 
of events, Congressmen apply to 
this committee for campaign funds 
and usually they get whatever may 
be available with no strings at- 
tached. In the past, they have felt 
that they owed their allegiance to 
the party and not to any particular 
man, 

_ However, when Mr. Halleck was 
in command of the Finance Com- 
mittee things were different. Re- 
gardless of the source of the Re- 
publican money, whether it came 
from avowed Deweyites or from 
those opposed to the spick-and- 
span candidate, Mr. Halleck and 
his friends made a point of let- 
ting each Congressional candidate 


who got any substantial amount 
of money from the committee 
know that he was personally -in- 
debted to Mr. Halleck who, so 
eagerly, wants to atone to Mr. 
Dewey for his temporary aberra- 
tion when he was a supporter of 
the late Wendell Willkie. 


NOW MR. HALLECK and the 
Dewey cohorts are already de- 
manding payment from those Con- 
gressmen who received funds 
from the committee. These men 
are being told that, in gratitude, 
they should vote for Mr. Halleck 
for the House floor leadership 
when the Republican representa- 
tives meet on Jan. 2. Certainly a 
great many of those who contrib- 
uted to the Republican Congres- 
sional Committee had no desire to 
further the interests either of Mr. 
Halleck or of Mr. Dewey. 

Furthermore, the pressures that 
are being brought to bear have 
given many a Congressman the 
fear that, unless he votes “right” 
on the floor leadership, he will be 
“purged” whenever possible, or at 
least stricken from the list of those 
to be favored with good commit- 
tee assignments or with funds in 
the next campaign. 

Mr. Halleck, of course, denies 
that he is fronting for the Dewey 
machine. The fact that he has the 
votes of the New York Republi- 
can delegation in his pocket, he at- 
tempts to explain as a mere “co- 
incidence.” One could hardly ex- 
pect a bigger or better “coinci- 
dence” to occur. 


AMONG THOSE WHO are as- 
sisting in Mr. Dewey’s political 
tour de force in addition to Mr. 
Halleck, is Mr. Joseph N. Pew, the 
Pennsylvania Republican leader 
who hops about on one foot, while 
keeping the other in his mouth. 
Mr, Pew has instructed the 28 Re- 
publican Congressmen from his 
State that they are to cast their 
ballots for Mr. Halleck. This has 
occasioned some eyebrow-lifting

Fire Ordinance 
Enforcement 
To Require Time 


City Fire Marshal Harry Phil- 
lips said yesterday he did not yet 
have the new city fire ordinance 
signed last Saturday by Mayor 
Hartsfield, and therefore would 
not be able to enforce the new 


law for several days. 

“We have begun making a sur- 
vey, however, to determine which 
buildings will be affected by the 
ordinance,” he said. “It is my in- 
terpretation of the law that the 
owners of buildings which are af- 
fected can comply by doing one 
of three things: by installing an 
automatic sprinkler system, by in- 
stalling an automatic fire alarm 
system or by having a night 
watchman to make hourly checks 
on each floor.” 

Phillips said all types of build- 
ings, including charitable institu- 
tions and hospitals, which had 
more than three floors and where 
as many as 40 people slept, would 
be affected by the ordinance. 

He also said that all owners of 
buildings falling into this classifi- 
cation, as he understood it, would 
be notified of their requirements 
as soon as the survey was com- 
pleted and that no one would be 
fined for non-compliance until 
they had been notified. 

“Tt will take a little time for 
the building owners to secure the 
proper requirements and we will 
begin rigid enforcement of the 
law very. shortly,” 
clared.

28-32, a few fancy realized up to 33 
cents, light type fowl 20-26, depending 
on quality. Old roosters 18-22 cents.
